With President Reagan cutting the govern- 
ment subsidy 2.5 cents per lunch for the 
nation's school lunch program in schools 
that Have less than 60 percent of their studen- 
ts purchasing reduced lunches or getting free 
ones, some of Antioch schools say they may 
be forced into raising the price of the 
student's lunches. 

Superintendent Warren Polley of Antioch 
Community High School says that nothing 
will happen until after the next school board 
meeting on Feb. 19. 

"We'll take a )ook at where we are and find 
out what it really amounts to," says Policy. 

Richard Hogan, superintendent of Grass 
Lake School says that he intends to recom- 
mend a raise in lunch prices at the Tuesday, 
Feb. 10, board meeting.

Superintendent Donald Skidmore of An- 
tioch Grade School District 34, which in- 
cludes Antioch Upper and Lower Grade 
Schools, W..

.. There will be two tax levy ceiling cuts 
referendums on the April 7 Antioch Township 
ballot. . 

Originally a tax revolt group, headed by 
Claudette Skvarce turned in petitions 
requesting tax levy ceiling cuts in three 
areas, that of the general assistance fund, 
the road "and bridge and' the corporate tax. 
funds. . 

For awhile there seemed to be confusion as 
to whether or not the. petitions, that were 
filed by the 'tax revolt group, were valid; 
because of the number of signature's they 
contained. 

.—THE CONFUSION stemmed from the fact 
that the number of signatures fiShtained on 
the petitions was based pn five percent of the 
last township election and Township At- 
torney Raymond De Martini protested that 
There were not enough signatures based on 
.five percent of the last general election on 
Nov. 4. 

On Jan. 27 an electorate boar v d, composed 
of Township Supervisor Jim Fields, Town- 
ship Clerk Rjchard Harland and Township 
Trustee Irving Walsh, met to determine the 
validity of the petitions and on Jan. 30, the 
township board, gave the okay for two of the 
three petitions. 

ON THE BALLOT willbe a referendum to 

lower the tax cut levy ceiling on roads and 

bridges and also oq thecbrporate tax, both 

-by 25 percent. 



The lowering of the tax, levy ceiling on 



general assistance fund will not be allowed 
by- the township board because the township 
would lose matching state funds if the levy is 
lowered below *$. 10 per $100 assessed 
evaluation. 

The Antioch Township Board said that they 
will not support or oppose the referendums 
and Skvarce was satisfied, not only with the 
boards final decision, but also with the way 
the board had arrived at it, especially since it . 
negated the need for legal steps. . 
jr. "The purpose of the referendums ^s to 
lower government spending, not to increase 
spending with litigation," said Skvarce. 

Trustee David Heath said "People should 
-know that even if the referendums pass, their 
taxes will not be lowered; 

• The corporate fund ceiling will be lowered 
to $.19 per $100 of assessed value and the road 
and bridge fund ceiling will be lowered from 
$.25 per $100 of assessed value to $.094 per 
$100 of assessed value, if the referendums 
are passed. 

The road and bridge levy is nowat-$ r 1022 
per $100 of assessed evaluation, but if the 
"ceiling is lowered by 25 percent, the levy will 
be lowered while the corporate fund levy is 
$.10 per $100 of assessed evaluation. ^' 
". According to Township Supervisor Fields 
the road and bridge amount levy could be in- 
creased if the. maintenance of the township 
roads called for it, as decided by the road 
commissioner. •
